Our August 26 comments on the CASE 
STAMP has brought a specimen of a 3 
gallon stamp in identical design and color 
from Leonard Stanwood of Forestville, 
Conn., who has several different districts 
represented in his collection. Mr. Stan- 
wood submits a copy of the orange Half 
Barrel Fermented Malt Liquor stamp, 
commonly called Beer Stamp, which is 
about 344x5 inches and inscribed “Series 
of 1934.” He reports Series of 1933, %4 
barrel stamp in green, size 454g by 274g. 
Design is simply smaller. Also he sent 
the 1 Gallon Distilled Spirits stamp 
which is about 44% by 43% inches printed 
in black on blue paper with little coupons 
attached at top for clipping by tenths of 
a gallon. He also describes other stamps 
not listed among the federal revenues in 
Scott’s. Here is a field of specialization 
open to some one. Little recorded infor- 
mation is known of most, no catalogues 
of recent vintage being known. 





“Why are the rare 3c Washington coils, 
perf. 12, type 1, design of 1908, called 
‘Orangeburg Coils’?”’ queries a reader. 
Because they were sold only at that New 
York post office. Before anyone else 
ordered a 3c coil stamp, the Bureau had 
changed its coil perforation gauge to 814. 





“I wonder at never seeing mention of 
an error of the 6c Washington perf. 11 
(1912-19 design). Instead of orange or 
lemon or even salmon color as they were 
supposed to be, it must have been col- 
ored in with the 7c ones as it was almost 
black, a dark brown black...” This 
stamp is not an error, but is what is 
termed a “changeling.” Orange inks seem 
more susceptible to oxidation than any 
others and will turn all shades of brown 
if not protected from sunlight. Almost 
any color can be chemically changed, by 
accident or deliberately, and collectors 
should be on their guard against being 
offered changelings. The orange stamps 
seldom change color uniformly, generally 
the change being of varying degree over 
the stamp. 





More Wine Stamps. J. Stuart Whelan, 
Sr., submits a copy of the 2c Wine over- 
printed for Puerto Rico, along with a 2c 
overprinted in large serifed capitals in 
two lines in black “RECTIFIED SPIR- 
ITS.” Apparently there is a series for 
both the Continental U. S. as well as 





Puerto Rico. Which makes it likely that 
series may exist for Virgin Islands, Ha- 
waii and Alaska. 





Our spelling of the first Colonial print- 
er’s name as “Steven” on the Linprint 
envelopes has drawn attention as an 
error. While the official celebration no- 
tices spell the name “Stephen” we note 
that in his own bookplate, dated 1642, 
and the oldest known in America, printer 
Daye spelled his name with a “‘v’’; hence 
our spelling. Daye also at times omitted 
the final “e” of his name. We thought 
it appropriate to spell his name as he 
spelled it in type. Back in the seven- 
teenth century it seems it was no more 
unusual to vary the spelling of one’s 
name, than it is nowadays to vary the 
style on a haircut or hair-wave. 





Lancaster, Pa., is the first office called 
to our notice where the Printing Stamp 
was used before the first day. In some 
commercial mail received in Columbus 
Gordon Fisher noted one of these stamps 
with cancellation of that post office of 
“Sept. 23, 6:30 P. M.” Postmasters other 
than the postmaster of New York City 
were not supposed to issue these stamps 
before September 26 and he was lim- 
ited to September 25, with the excep- 
tion that printers desiring to place large 
mailings in the mails on September 25 
were supplied these stamps in advance 
of the first day so the pieces could be 
prepared with the understanding none 
were to be used before that date. Paul 
Ashton Foster of East Boston, Mass., 
submits a cover of the stamp post- 
marked at El Reno, Okla., on September 
25, indicating someone out that way 
doesn’t read what they ought to in postal 
notices. 





One of the earliest frauds perpetrated 
on stamp collectors is recalled by an 
item submitted by Joseph Josselson of 
New York City. It is a specimen of the 
8c “Brigham Young stamp” of the early 
1860’s. Someone manufactured a num- 
ber of these in various denominations 
and colors, the design being uniformly 
octagonal with portrait of Brigham 
Young in center and at top and bottom 
and sides one word each of the inscrip- 
tion “UTAH — POSTAGE — EIGHT— 
CENTS.” This specimen even has a 
“cancellation” of thin bars. The Mor- 





mons and Utah, of course never had any 
stamps and these frauds were actually 
accepted by collectors as valid stamps 
until a collector more suspicious than 
others wrote Brigham and received a 
letter which established the label’s true 
character. 





Postage due 2c came a letter from a 
New Yorker who had used a cut square 
2c stamped envelope stamp and a Ic 
Presidential to pay postage on his let- 
ter. The embossed envelope stamps as 
well as the stamps on postal cards are 
not good for postage once they have 
benn cut out of the original envelope 
or card. Such stamps are redeemed 
by the p. o. from the original purchaser 
only at full face value, but only if they 
are entire, not cut out. The reasons are 
several. 





Our August 26 NOTES asked for ex- 
amples of application of Section 515 
of the Postal Laws & Regulations. Per- 
ley P. Milliken of Portland, Ore., de- 
scribes two he has. One has the post- 
mark of the Marine Detachment, Ameri- 
can Embassy, Peiping, China, Sept. 21, 
1937, and in the upper right corner a 
rubber stamp: “(No Stamps Available) 
—J. A. Bemis—Postage Due——cents.” 
The amount to be collected was not clear 
but upon delivery the letter was charged 
6c postage due, which was a mistake 
unless the letter was more than an ounce 
in weight. The other cover bears no 
dated postmark, but was received in 
December, 1936. Its inscription is 
handstamped in imitation typewriter 
type over a purple dragon and sitting 
Buddha: “Fourth Marine Mail—No 
postage available—Collect on Delivery— 
Chas. F. B. Price—Colonel—U. S. Ma- 
rine Corps.” The signature is a fac- 
simile. This last usage was due to a 
shortage of stamps in the Marine post 
office caused by shipments having been 
delayed because of a shipping strike on 
the Pacific Coast and such usage was 
authorized during the Christmas rush. 





As our story in the September 9th 
LINN’s stated, the Printing Stamp de- 
sign contained a rather conspicuous error 
by the omission of the large vertical 
bolts which connected the wing nuts on 
top of press with the horizontal piece 
just above the impression screw. One 
bolt could have been hidden by reason 
of the angle of the picture, but the other

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would be very prominent and easily seen 
if it had been included. The printer who 
tried to use such a press without those 
bolts would soon give up in despair. 


It is an old trick of the brethren in 
Europe to sell proofs as stamps. What 
prompts these thoughts is receipt of an 
auction catalogue of a large airmail col- 
lection in which one of the lots is the 
only set of die proofs known of the 
1930 Graf Zeppelin U. S. set. There can 
be no denying these are die proofs as 
they were made in usual manner of such 
presentation pieces. Yet in the auction 
catalog they are described as “the unique 
set of imperforate Zeppelin stamps, the 
only set in existence,” which is not cor- 
rect at all. Of course, calling them “im- 
perfs” makes them sound much rarer 
and more valuable than calling them by 
their correct name, “proofs,” but that is 
hardly excuse for such a description. 
The dealer argues that these are not 
properly termed “die proofs” because 
this “set was specially printed for this 
one purpose only,” which is about as 
weak an argument as ever noted. To top 
off the listing, the stamps are stated 
to have an estimated value of $10,000. 
Just what government’s dollars are not 
stated. The set of proofs were presented 
Dr. Eckener, commander of the Graf on 
the round the world flight. It’s a very 
potent commentary on the silliness of 
presenting people with such gifts for 
only nine years after he was given them, 
they are up for sale. Apparently the 
doctor did not appreciate the gift enough 
to bother to keep it. 


F. L. Alderman of Santa Ana, Calif, 
reports receiving the Printing Stamp on 
envelope from Cambridge, Mass., with 
cancellation dated Sept. 25. 


Only one plate has been used to print 
the current Duck Stamp. Its number 
is 141428. 


Harold F. Tenney reports he has the 
Post Office Department Official Seal of 
the current issue (Scott’s 1770) in blocks 
which indicate this stamp has been 
issued in two sizes at least of booklet 
panes or sheets.

Postmasters Warned Not to 
Sell Prematurely Four 
States Stamp 


Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Ramsey S. Black in his official notice 
to postmasters of details of the Four 
States Stamps emphasized a warning not 
to issue the stamps before the proper 
dates, as follows: ‘‘Postmasters receiv- 
ing advance shipments of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of Statehood stamp are 
hereby personally directed to use such 
means as may be required to positively 
prevent the sale of any of the stamps 
before November 13, 1939.” The warning 
was printed in capital letters in the 
Postal Bulletin. Despite previous warn- 
ings in notices and in packages of stamps 
postmasters have issued stamps before 
they should, over a dozen doing so with 
the Baseball stamp. 


No Indemnity on War Losses 


The Postal Laws and Regulations sec- 
tion listing times when no indemnity 
will be paid has been amended as fol- 
lows: “For any registered articles lost 
under circumstances constituting a case 
of “force majeure” (causes beyond con- 
trol), the decision to be made, in ac- 
cordance with its domestic legislation, by 
the country responsible for the loss.” 
Explaining this addition, postal officials 
stated that loss of mail resulting from 
acts of war including seizure of cargo 
as contraband constitutes a case of 
“force majeure” (causes beyond control),

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Vilna Returned 





Lithuania can be expected momenta- 
rily to issue a special series on a grand 
scale to commemorate the return of its 
ancient capital, Vilna (Wilno), by the 
terms of the treaty of October 10 with 
Russia. Since its erection as a weak re- 
public in 1918-20, the country had tried 
to regain the city which had been its 
medieval capital. Poland also claimed the 
city and in October, 1920, the Polish 
General Zeligowski captured it. Rule of 
international troops under orders of the 
League of Nations ended his sovereignty, 
but in 1922 the district was incorporated 
into Poland. Lithuania refused to ac- 
cept this, declined to recognize Polish 
sovereignty, and forced commercial re 
lations between the two countries to a 
standstill. Even mails were not ex- 
changed. Only a few months ago Poland 
by a show of force, made the Lithuan- 
ians sign a treaty recognizing Polish 
sovereignty in Vilna and requiring re- 
sumption of trade relations. The smaller 
state almost went to war rather than 
agree to such humiliating terms, but 
realizing the futility of armed resistance 
gave in. The Vilna district came under 
Russian control at the end of the brief 
one-month war in which Poland was 
wiped from the map by the Germans, 
and in return for military bases in Lith- 
uania the Soviet returned the Vilna re- 
gion to Lithuania. But the price was 
high, for now the little state has Soviet 
troops permanently stationed within its 
borders at strategic points from which 
in a matter of hours they could seize 
entirely the republic. Nevertheless, on 
Oct. 16, Lithuanian troops after a twenty 
year absence marched into the city which 
will in future be the capital. 

Vilna has caused many stamp issues. 
Various Lithuanian series including some 
not recognized by Scott refer by their 
designs and inscriptions to the Lithuan- 
ian ambitions to control it. Under Gen- 
eral Zeligowski and the international 
army succeeding him, Vilna had its own 
stamps which were inscribed “Central 
Lithuania.” Poland has depicted the 
Holy Gate of the city on a stamp of 
1925 and the Cathedral was the sub- 
ject of one design of the series of stamps 
in current use when the Polish republic 
went down before the German-Russian 
military. 


A Million Duck Stamps 


Final figures of sale of the 1938-39 
“Duck” stamp reveal sales amounted to 
1,002,715 stamps which were _ sold 
through some 14,000 post offices to hunt- 
ers of migratory waterfowl. Plate num- 
ber of the stamp was 138602. Large 
quantities of the stamp reached stamp 
markets, being saved by the users after 
the hunting permit had become obso- 
lete.

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Argentine Commems Due 





To commemorate the First Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress of Popular Dwelings open- 
ing the first part of this month at 
Buenos Aires, the Argentine postal serv- 
ice prepared a large horizontal rectan- 
gular 5c stamp depicting a family and a 
modern dwelling. Due to short time 
available to prepare the issue it was 
typographed instead of produced by finer 
methods. 

The dedication of an equestrian monu- 
ment of Lieutenant General Julio A. 
Roca, seventh and twelfth President of 
the republic, will be the other com- 
memorative issued in October. The 
stamp is a vertical rectangular rotogra- 
vure stamp depicting the monument and 
also is of 5c denomination. President 
Roca was depicted on the 1933 La Plata 
series and is remembered as one of his 
country’s best executives. The statue is 
at a plaza at the junction of the avenue 
in Buenos Aires bearing his name. We 
are indebted to H. G. Spanton, Buenos 
Aires, for clippings.

AUCTION DEALERS AS WELL AS 
all dealers having an extensive stock 
of U. S. are reported to be feeling 
considerably better now that rumors 
have been reported that the stamps 
of Col. Green will not be sold for the 
present. The Colonel had such things, 
according to reports, as a hundred or 
more full sheets of many early U. S. 
commemoratives and it was feared 
sudden dumping of them might ruin 
the market—which we doubt. Since 
the family estate is already well off 
and there would be slim opportunity 
to invest the proceeds to better ad- 
vantage, we judge they figured stamps 
were as good an investment as any.

The Forum 





Sept. 27, 1939 
To The Editor: 


I have just noticed in your issue of August 
26, 1939, that information is desired concern- 
ing a Newfoundland ‘Paid’’ Provisional. If 
the following facts are of any interest use them 
as you see fit. 

In October, 1897, there became a shortage 
of the lower denomination stamps, in fact all 
of the one cent Cabot (Scott No. 61) then cur- 
rent were sold. As a result, a provisional one 
cent stamp came into being through the over- 
printing of but 40,000 of the three cent 1890 
stamp (Scott No. 51). Almost immediately the 
supply appeared inadequate and the sale of 
these provisionals was restricted by having each 
customer using these stamps pay the money 
over the counter, the clerk affixing the stamps, 
except where such mail was addressed to points 
within the colony when the provisional marking 
referred to was used in lieu of stamps. 

Occasionally a cover with this provisional 
stamping shows up with a United States 
address. This was proper in the case of news- 
papers and printed circulars enclosed in an 
envelope although there is no doubt but that 
some first class also franked thus slipped by 
through error. 

I have two of these covers, one dated Octo- 
ber 14, 1897, and one November 10, 1897, 
both from St. John’s. The new one cent stamps 
(Scott No. 79) arrived in Newfoundland and 
were placed on sale early in December, 1897, 
at which time this emergency period ceased. 

There is no way of estimating the number 
of such covers existing but it is safe to say 
very few. It is my belief such covers are ex- 
tremely rare and mine occupy a prominent 
place in my specialized Newfoundland. 

Provisional stamping without stamps attached 
came into use again from Dec. 24-31, 1918, 
in violet and again for a few days Sept. 4, 
1920, in carmine. These are different type 
provisionals, however.

The Newfoundland “PAID” Provi- 
sional described on page 686 of August 
26 LINN’S is known to Robson Lowe, 
Ltd., London, according to a letter re- 
ceived from that firm. Their 1939 cat- 
alogue mentions the existence of this 
item and another for the year 1918. A 
third, used in 1920 was recently offered 
in a sale of this firm which has special- 
ized in postal history items. The 1897 
item is priced at 25 shillings in the cat- 
alogue.

Stamps Become “Enemy 
Goods” 


Since it is unlawful in England to 
have any traffic with the enemy, the 
importation of German stamps and cata- 
logues has been declared illegal. Such 
may not be purchased through neutrals. 
As a result, only the few advance copies 
of 1940 German catalogs reaching Eng- 
land before the war broke out, may be 
legally sold or retained. Used stamps 
have as yet an indefinite status as these 
could be legally obtainable from neutrals 
from their mails. 


@® The Mint Sheet Brokerage Co. re- 
cently was offered the handling of the 
sale of copies of Hawaii Scott’s Nos. 
1, 2 and 3. Unused they are catalogued 
at $30,500, while used just $20,000! 





Issuing Swedish Coils 
Why Sweden has issued more coil 
stamps than any other country has fre- 
quently puzzled collectors. Carl L. Bryan 
of Horsens, Denmark, writes our New 
Issue editor: 

“While in Sweden I was in only one 
post office, that in Stockholm, so I can’t 
relate a very conclusive picture of gen- 
eral practice but I can tell you what I 
saw there. The stamps were kept in 
coils which appeared to be about the 
same size as our U. S. rolls of coils. 
About 15 or 20 such rolls were kept in 
a metal tray which looked like a cross 
between a muffin pan and one of those 
sticking tape dispensers seen in many 
stores at home. The end of the roll was 
pulled until the required number of 
stamps were unrolled and the strip was 
torn off by hand. It is quite conceivable 
that in the small post offices where this 
handy tray is not available the rolls of 
stamps may be hung on nails or strung 
on cords. Knowing something of the na- 
ture of Swedes and their ideas of effi- 
ciency, I’m not surprised that they have 
gone in for coils almost wholly as they 
seem to be much easier to handle this 
way.” 

At regular intervals on the backs of 
stamps in the coils are numbers which 
serve as indication of the number of 
stamps remaining in the coil, making it 
very easy for clerks to determine num- 
ber of stamps remaining in broken coils 
by simply unwinding stamps until one 
with number is encountered.

The Bureau Print Specialists Guide is 
in the process of manufacture and should 
be in the hands of collectors the last 
of the month according to the publishers.

This is by no 
means a disparaging remark on the work 
as this is the only way it could be 
launched. You don’t build the roof of a 
house first and by the same comparison 
top work can’t be produced first in a 
publication like this; a foundation must 
be laid.

Elects 





The Postal Stationery Society has 
chosen its first set of officers in an elec- 
tion recently completed. They are: C. W. 
Bates, Albany, N. Y., President; Rob- 
ert L. Chapman, Canton, O., Vice-Presi- 
dent; Bernard R. Schaefer, Chicago, IIl., 
Secretary; A. P. Garland, Canton, O., 
Treasurer; Theodore Badman, J. M. 
Bartels, D. D. Berolzheimer, A. Eugene 
Michel of New York City and David 
Burr of Gloversville, N. Y., comprise 
the Executive Board. These officers were 
elected by ballot upon recommendation 
of the Nominating Committee, of which 
Eugene A. Costales of New York City 
was Chairman. The candidates were 
nearly all from the East, since the move- 
ment started in the East and the most 
activity was naturally developed there 
at first. The Executive Board is set up 
geographically so that it will be pos- 
sible to meet often and get results in 
promotion of the society.

This group 
has already started work and is coop- 
erating with the Berliner Ganzsachen 
Sammler Verein of Germany, both in 
making translations of the Berlin so- 
ciety’s bulletins for publication in the 
U. S. and also in furnishing the German 
society with information regarding new 
issues of postal stationery in this coun- 
try. The members of the committee on 
Publicity are Paul Newson, Norton, Kas., 
Chairman; R. J. Tarpy, New Hampton, 
Iowa; Dr. W. I. Mitchell, Berkeley, 
Calif., and Richard P. Germann, Pasa- 
dena, Calif.

PUERTO RICAN STAMP 


Number three in the territorial series 
was the stamp issued for Puerto Rico 
(official present spelling) in November, 
1937, again in the so-called purple of 
course, but really in a red violet, it is 
another handsome stamp. Of the usual 
large size, it shows the old Governor’s 
Palace or Forteleza near the entrance of 
San Juan harbor, with some water and a 
few palm trees thrown in for good 
measure. 

The 3c Puerto Rico red violet, rotary 
press, perf. 11 x 10%, no wmk., was 
issued on November 25, 1937, and 75,- 
000,000 were ordered printed from plates 
21721-22-23-24. San Juan, the capital, 
was the first day of issue city and there 
were 244,054 covers were canceled.
